1. That the Iſland called Summer Iflands (ali Bermuda) i governed 
by a Company .of Merchant Adventurers of London, who bold their power by 
; Patent from King James, mbo keep Courts, make Lawes,and reverſe.them at: 
pleaſure, choſe Deputy governours, Magiſtrates, and Commanders over the Jn-" 
habitants there, allwhich,depend for dire&ion in their reſpedive places,upsn the 
Company of London, : 

2. That though there be many noble Lords', and wofthy Gentlemen of that 

Company,yet are they ſtrangers(for-the mo#7 part bow things are carried in the 

Bermuda Court;for their more weighty imployments, take them off from ſo low 

and inconfiderable affaires.” The Court is upbeld by a Deputy, and a few aſi- 

ftants ; many of whom being of the trading party , wait upon the quarterly 

Courts, to conſult what may tend to their advanta bu the government of the 


Ffland in ſubordination to that end.

read and committed to examination , but no report made after five months atrer- 
dance : At length it pleaſed the Lords, and many Gentry to be preſent at Cour, reſol- 
ving to heare, and ifſue matters ; But the trading afliſtanrs (with their friends) percei- 
ving this buſinefſe would be now called upon, left the Conrt,in whoſe abſence (though 
thirty or forty fill remained) yer according ro their orders, requring ſeven Affiſtancs 
atleaſt, with the Governour or his Deputy , there was not that number to make a 
"Court, which loſt us that opportunity , and clearly tanght us what to truſt too ; upon 
which, Captaine Sajleand Wilkzam Golding beſought the Parliament, The Copy of 
whoſe Petition was as followeth :

The deniall of this freedome of a Pinace once granted, and before revoked , built, 
was probably the occaſion of the loffe of Laces, the lives of many there, and hopes of 
that plantation, and thercin, that addition of honour and revenue to the Engliſh Na- 
tion: for the Colony ſent forth thicher from Summer-I /lands,cngaged their undertakers 
to ſupply them with men, and other neceffaries, which was that chiefe cauſe of building 
that Pinace , which (before finiſhed) might not be imployed to helpe the Ifland , or 
them ar Laces. After this, ſome of the Inhabitants, craving the concurrence of ſome 
of the Company of London, beught a ſhip, and furniſhed her with a Cargoe of goods, 
fit for the plantation of Summer-I/lands, which when the Gompany am ad they 
made a ſtr1& order, forbidding the ſhip youu ready to ſer ſayle) to come at that plan- 

- tation , till firlt their Magazeen ſhip had been there; the Traders feared ſhe would ga- 

ther up the Dollards which che Spaniards left there the yeare before, and marre their 
Market , the hindring this Ships comming to Beymuds, was a great prejuliceto that 
Country,and the undoing of many owners there; for mifling that @pportunity the ſhip 
was loſt to them both in hopes and principall. Inſtance in Oringes and Lemons, 
with which the Country abounds, and moſt periſh for want of ule; even theſe may not 
be diſpoſcd of, until] the London Ship a uſually comes out of ſeaſon) be firſt ſer- 
ved, nor may the Inhabitants diſpoſe of their owne Cedar,bue by ordtr from the Cona- 
pany 3 nor any of the Inhabitants haye wine, or ſtrong-wacers ſent them bur by order 
of their Court.
